He afterwards apply'd his 
Mind to Philoſophy and the Greet Language, in 
which he was aſſiſted by one Leontius, a Learned 
Grecian, that he brought with him from Venice for 7 
his Tutor. This Perſon he caus'd to read Home: 
to him, and after he had maintain d him for ſome 
time, out of his ſmall Subſtance, he thro' means 
of his Friends, got him a Profeſſorſhip in the Uni- 
verſity of Florence. Tho' he had profited much 
in Greek by this Man, yet he had before ſtudy'd 8 
it under a Calaureſe in Sicily.

Wealth; having been frequently ſollicited to ſerve

He had a ſtrict Friendſhip with Francis Petrarch, © 


of the World, as appears by ſeveral familiar Latin 
Lerters -that paſs d between them. Their Love 
was mutual and ſincere, Petrarch ſupplying Boccace 
with Books and Money, and Boccace on every Oc- 
caſion ſhewing a hearty Reſpect for Petrarch ; in- 
ſomuch that they carry'd each other's Faces en- 
graven on their Rings. When Petrarch return d from 
Travel, Boccace was lent by the Republick of Flo- 
rence, to compliment him, which tis ſaid, was the 

Riſe of their Friendſhip, and which became ſo 
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Great, that when Petrarch Died, he left Boccace 
a conſiderable Legacy to encourage him in his 
Study of Poetry. He alſo addreſs'd one of his 
ED 6 | Sonnet:

But tho Boccace had all theſe Encovrogetnnds | 
he was never famous in Verſe, contenting himſelf 
with Proſe, wherein he became not only the Or- 
nament and Honour of Florence and Ti W but 
alſo of all 7taly. 

Florence being on after embroil'd in a new Ci- 
vil War, our Author who was a Man of Peace, re- 
tir'd to Naples, having firſt viſited the greateſt part 
of 7taly. Here he became Favourite to King Robert, 

a Valiant and Learned Prince; and at length fell 
paſſionately in love with his Natural Daughter 
nam'd Maria, but without ſucceſs ; not that ſhe 
was averſe to his Addreſſes, but thro the trouble- 
ſomneſs and uncertainty of thoſe Times. This 
Amour occaſion d the compoſing his Fjlocolo and 
Fiammetta, meaning the former Name for himſelf, 

and the latter for his Miſtreſs. 

Great Changes happening in Naples, be retir'd to 

Certaldo, the Place of his Nativity, where he died, 
Arno 1375. in the 62. Year of his Age, leaving 
only one natural Son, who buried him honourably 
in the Church of St. Philip and Jacob, with the fol- 
lowing Epitaph, e by himlclt, Inſcribd 
en his Tomb.

He was Author of many Works both in Latin 


and Italian; and altogether Inventor of the Verſfſe 


of eight feet, ſtild by the Tralians, Ottava Rima. 
It will be unneceſſary to particularize his Writings, 
they being all ſufficiently known and celebrated 


throughout the World; let it ſuffice to tell you, this 


Decameron has been ever eſteem'd by the Judicious, 
a Delightful and Uſeful Work; nay. one of the beſt 
the Tuſcan Pen has produc'd. 

When our Author died, he left to the Convent 
of the Holy Ghoſt in Florence, over and above 
many Latin Books, copy d with his own hand, and 
ill there to be ſeen ; a large number of Greek Trea- 
tiles collected by him at divers Times and Places

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N the Year One Thouſand three Hundred 
and forty eight, the City of Florence was vi- 
ſited with a moſt dreadful Plague. It con- 
tinued a long time, tho' all imaginable 
— care was taken to clear the City of whatever 
was, in the leaſt, ſordid or nauſeous, Thoſe thar 
did but ſpeak to any were Sick, or only toucht 
their Cloaths, were preſently infeted : The Con- 
tagion was not confind to Men, it reach'd the 
Beaſts alſo. Two Hogs, routing amongſt the 
Raggs of one that died of this Sickneſs, and which 
were thrown into the Street, laying hold of them 
with their Teeth, turn'd round about twice or 
thrice, and then fell down dead on the Spot. It 
ſwept away an incredible Number of People: and 
thoſe that remain'd alive were ſo diſmally diſpiri- 
ted, they endeayour'd the beſt they could for their 
own Preſervation, without taking the leaſt Care of 
their Relations or Friends, whether ſick or dead. 
Some to ſecure themſelves againſt the Infection, 
went into Houſes kept for that purpoſe, where 
they were not permitted ſo much as to ſpeak, and 
where Care was taken they ſhould live reguiarly,tho 
deliciouſly. Some thought to preſerve themſelves by 
drinking a large Quantity of the beſt Wine they 
could procure : Others were of Opinion the better 
Way was to retire into the Country, as if God's 
Indignation and Judgment were confined within 
the Limits of the City Walls. A Third Sort had 
recourſe to Prayers, and Acts of Humiliation, as - 
the molt Sovereign Remedy, - = 1 
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Florence was almoſt depopulated, and, according 
to computation, there died above an hugdred thou- 
ſand between March and Fuly. Now, as People are 
always moſt Pious and Devout when encompaſs d 
with imminent Dangers, ſo ſome fair young Ladies 

met one Morning at St. Marys Church, all in 
Mourning to pay their Devotions. They were all 
either Relations, Friends, or Neighbours, the el- 
deſt was not above eight and twenty, and the 
youngeſt much about eighteen. When the Service 
was over, they accoſted each other, withdrew to a 
corner of the Church, and ſtanding in a ſmall Cir- 
ele, began to diſcourſe of the Calamity of the 
Times.

No Perſons 
have better conveniences to retire to than we, and 
yet we almoſt ſtay the longeſt. What Buſineſs can we 
pretend here? Why dont we take as much Care

of our Health as others do? Are not our Lives as 
dear to us? Or do we think we are exempted, and 
Death dares not attack us? We are mightily miſta- 


ken if we think ſo; Death is no Reſpecter of Per- 
ſons. Come, let us go all into the Country, tis but 


what a great many have done before us; we have 
Houſes enough there, let us go and live at them, 
and take all thoſe Diverſions at them are innocent

come by. When he ſaw the Ship, be preſently ſupposd 
its Condition to be the Effect of the laſt Nights Storm. 
He immediately order d one fof his. Attendants to go into 
It, and fee: ho was there. With ſome Difficulty he got 
in, and found there Alutiel, and her ſmall Company 
crept into a litile Corner of the Veſſel As ſoon as they 
law him, they cry d out for Pity and Compaffion: But 
perceiving he neither underſtood them, nor they him, 
they endeavour'd to diſcover their miſerable Condition 
by. Signs. The Servant having infortn'd himſelf as well 
as he could, return d to give an Account to his Maſter, 
who preſently got the Women, and all chat was moſt 
Fraluable, on Shore, and order'd them to be conducted 
eo his Coutitry- Houſe. He endeavour d to comfort the 
Ladies under their Misfortunes by his generous Enter- 
tamment, and ſoon perceivid by the Richneſs of 3 . 4

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| Cloaths, and the Reſpect all the reſt paid her, ſhe was:

if not, yet would enjoy her. He was a fietce and brutiſh
